(2) That arrangement will be made by 
which the restoration of the devastated 
districts will be given priority over all 
reparations payments. 

(3.) That a German foreign loan for 
payment of reparations will be issued 
and subscribed as quickly as possible 
and to a sufficient amount to give Ger- 
many time to reorganize her -finances 
with the help of allied control. 

These three proposals may be regarded 
as the positive part of M. Poincaré’s 
program. But there is another side to 
his position. In the event of failure of 
this co-operative scheme for getting Eu- 
rope's financial and economic life back 
on its feet again he is ready to propose 
that France retake her liberty of action 
in all that appertains to the recovery 
from Germany of what is owing for 
damage done in the war. How far he 
is prepared to go in this demand need 
not now be emphasized for it is certain 
that the Premier as well as nine-tenths 
of his countrymen would prefer a settle- 
ment on the lines of his positive pro- 
posals. At the same time it is the belief 
of Frenchmen that it will be for Mr. 
Lloyd George and his colleagues to give 
very serious consideration at the Down- 
ing Street conference table to the tre- 
mendous political and economic conse- 
quences which might result for their 
people should France be forced into iso- 
lated action which she has both the 
power and nerve to push to its further- 
most logic.

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AMERICANS THRONG — 
LONDON HOTELS 


Their Number Largest’ Since Re- 
sumption of Transatlantic 
Service by Big Liners.

LONDON, July 23.—London hotels 
have today more American patrons than 
at any time since the restoration of liner 
services to their old form and the op- 
eration of such huge steamships as the 
Majestic and Homeric, the Aquitania 
and the Berengaria has enabled tens of 
thousands of Americans to make the 
trip across. England is getting the 
full benefit of it. Great numbers of 
visitors, indeed, v sit the Continent first, 
and it is common for liners calling at 
Cherbourg to disembark half their cabin 
passenger there. 

But London hotel proprietors say it 
makes little difference in the long run, 
and that the majority of Americans end 
up by spending a few days in London. 
At any rate, big hotels like the Carlton 
and Claridge’s, the Savoy and the Cecil, 
are doing very well. They are not 
packed so tight as fhey wer® at the 
end of the war when to get a room in 
a popular hostelry required either long 
notice or special favor, but they are 
busy enough to make it advisable for 
anybody who wants special accommo- 
dations to write some time beforehand. 
When a big liner discharges 1,000 or 
1,500 passengers at Southampton, prac- 
tically all of whom take the boat train 
to London, those who have no reserva- 
mey have to-.try three or four 
hotels before getting the rooms they 
need. 

Americans seem this year to be com- 
bining business with pleasure. A good 
many of them have appointments to 
keep and commercial acquaintances to 
look up, but they have brought their 
wives and daughters with them to have 
a good time while they are busy. Lon- 
don's theatre season, which was in a 
bad way, has cause to be thankful, for 
the way in which they are patronizing 
plays, and hotel managers speak re- 


spectfully of the size of their bankrolls. 
Only in one particular do the latter feel 
a little disappointed. 

‘‘Our American patrons,’ said the 
manager of one of the biggest hotels, 
‘*are an exceedingly nice kind of peo- 
ple but they are observing their ‘ na- 
tional custom.’ They are not drinking 
nearly as much wine as they used to.”

“Tam pleased to report -that the 
plans for, the ‘ national position in-readi- 
hess’ have reached a stage where their 
practicability is assured if we can count 
upon a reasonable development of the 
economical military system sanctioned 
by the Naflional Defense act. With 
eighteen -divisions and appropriate 
auxiliaries of the National Guard sup- 
plemented by the regular army .pre- 
pared for necessary expansion, and with 
certain special units formed in the or- 
ganized reserves,. we .shall be able to 
cover our. coasts and land frontiers 
against..serious invasion at the. start.

_DOUBTS RIGHT TO SALARIES 


Baptist Neighbor of Episcopal 
Cathedral Attacks Evolutlonists 
and Rationalists.

The Very Rev, Howard Chandler Rob- 
bins, dean of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, was attacked for his the- 
ology by the Rev. Dr. George W. Mc- 
Pherson, a Baptist, in a sermon last 
evening at Old Tent Evangel, across the 
atreet from the Cathedral at Amater- 
dam. Avenue and 110th Street. Dr. Mc- 
Pherson called Dean Robbins a national- 
ist and classed him with the Rev. Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, a Baptist pro- 
fessor in Union Theological Seminary, 
and special preacher at the First Pres- 
byterian Church, Fifth Avenue and 
Hleventh Street. Dr. McPherson de- 
manded that both he informed by their 
respective écclesiastical bodies that 
they cannot longer continue in their 
present charges drawing their salaries, 
as he thinks it is not right for them to 
thrive ‘‘on the sacrificial gifts made 
by those who believe the Bible as the 
Word of God.’’ In his sermon Dr. Mc- 
Pherson said: 

“Dean Robbins and Dr. Fosdick in 
reguaiating Genesis repudiate the New 
Testament. All such teachers, if con- 
sistent in the propagation of this pagan 
evolution theory, should establish a new 
church for evolutionis{s and not seek to 
oie, the true Church of Jésus Christ. 
And they should name their church, not 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine or 
the First esbyterian Church, but they 
should name it ‘A Church for the De- 
scendants of Apes,’ for the trail of these 
men leads not to Bethlehem’s mangér 
or Calvary’s cross, or the open gravé, or 
the coming triumphant Christ, but to 
the wilderness. ne should naturally 

ravitate to his own company, and if he 

& truly ethical, get his own crowd to 
pay hig salary and not, leech-like, en- 
graft himself and his pagan ideas upon 
Christian churches built upon the in- 
errant Word of God. 

‘* Those who profess beastly ancestry 
should form churches of their own, and 
the sooner this is done the better for 
all concerned. Those who claim to bear 
the mark of the beast cannot be in full 
fellowship with those who know they are 
made in the image of God. 

“If these evolutionists, these botanical 
baboon boosters to which Dean Robbins 
and Dr. Fosdick belong are consistent, 
they will see that they form new 
churches,*and that above the doors of 
guch there appear in large letters, ‘ Only 
those permitted to worship here who be- 


lieve themselves to be of béaSstly origin. | 


The religion of reason, of rationalism, 
the religion that dominates .Dean Rob- 
bins and Dr. Fosdick, as above faith, 
will never win the world to God."’

Borderland,”” the photoplay at the 
Rivoll this week, and yet it is in part 

ue to its photography that the picture 
seems illogical. “In other words, the 
charming scenes please the eye, but are 
not convincing. There are scenes in the 
Borderland, where the restless spirits of 
the dead dwell, or rather ceaseles ly 
wander about on quests that must be 
completed before they can enter into 
final peace. A number of these spirit- 
figures are shown. They appear as én- 
shrouded wraiths—thin, transparent, un- 
substantial. But the world they wander 
in is as solid as stone and mortar. It 
is fantastic, yes, but its buildings are 
material things, and the ground the 
wraiths walk on {s clearly terra firma. 
So, although the scenes, so far as their 
lighting and composition go are photo- 
graphically effective, they give a dis- 
concerting impression of incongruity. 
The photographer, surely, could have 
given this Borderland some suggestion 
of are? and unsubstantlality white 
would have made it seem more like the 
dwelling place of spirits. 

But everything can’t be blamed on the 
photography, for the inconsisten is 
carried into the story itself. One of the 
spirits wishes to return to earth to ful- 
fill a mission. She is told by the 
guardian spirit that she may do go, 
but that she must first endure torments 
which she will encounter on her journey 
to the earth. And the torments are en- 
tirely physical.

There is one genuinely poignant mo- 
ment in ‘ Forget Me Not,” the new 
picture which came to the. Criterion 
yesterday. The scene is an orphan 
asylum. Those who desire to adopt 
children have been invited to come and 
make their selections. Several of them 
in succession are drawn to a girl more 
finely tempered and désigned than the 
other children, and each prospective 
foster parent in turn is about to adopt 
the child when the discovery is made 
that she is lame—and the child is left 
with her hope of parents and a home 
disappointed. Here is imexorable life. 
Here the brutal law of the survival of 
the fit is seen in operation. Here one 
is faced with a posing situation. You 
can't blame the people for passing by a 
lame child. But the = forlorn child 
surely wins your spontaneous sym- 
pathy. : 
And from this situation the story has 
a chance to work into a logical and 
happy, a triumphant, ending. The little 
girl can* become, and in fact ultimately 
does become, a_ splendid musician, 
thereby bringing joy to those who had 
accepted her with her lameness and 
proving her own ‘right to survive, prov- 
ing magnificently that fitness is not 
merely a matter of physique. 

But if you take this legitimately 

happy ending from the story you have 
to go after it and get it for yourself. Ap- 
parently, it did not impress the authors 
of the photoplay as worth ‘their concen- 
tration and emphasis, for they have

Hu§gins Will Assign Former Phila- 
delphia Star to Third Base— 
Outfield Not to Be Changed. 


Joe Dugan, infielder extraordinary, 
whose services had been sought by the 
Yankees for some time past, is now a 
member of the New York Club and is 
speeding west with the American 
League champions on their second trip 
of the season around the other half of the 
circuit. The acquisition of Dugan was 
brought about by another important 
trade between the Yankees and the Red 
Sox, which was announced yesterday 
afternoon by Ed Barrow, business man- 
ager of the New York Club. In addi- 
tion to Dugan, the Yankees obtained 
Elmer Smith, the hard-hitting outfield- 
er, in exchange for Infielder Johnny 
Mitchell, Outfielder Elmer Miller, Utility | 
Infielder and Outfielder Chick Fewster, 
and a pitcher, to be selected by the 
Boston Club at a later date. No an- 
nouncement was made as to whether 


any cash consideration was involved in 
the transaction. 

The trade took effect immediately 
after its consummation yesterday, and 
all the players named in the deal left 
last night for the West with their new 
teams. When the Yankees open their 
important series with the league-leading 
Browns in St. Louis tomorrow afternoon 
Dugan will be assigned to cover third 
base in place of Mike McNally. Accord- 
ing to Colonel Jacob Ruppert, President 
of the New York Club, no change is 
contemplated in the outfield, due to the 
acquisition of Smith, and Witt will be 
retained in centre field,: for: the, time 
beinf? at least, with Ruth and Meusel in 
right and left, respectively. 

The coming of Dugan is expected to 
add considerable strength to the infield 
of the Yankees. He has been one of 
the leading infielders of the American | 
League for the last three or four years, 
and at the present time is probably the 
best third baseman in the Johnson cir- 
cuit. Although he.is hardly a better 
fielder than McNally, Dugan is a much 
stronger batter than the player he is 
about to replace. According tothe lat- 
est unofficial averages, Dugan's batting 
average is .285, while MéNally’s is .260. 
Furthermore, Dugan norinery, hits about 
.295. or .300, while McNally has not 
risen above the .265 mark in the last 
five years. 


Cross Product. 


Dugan first attracted the attention 
of big league scouts some six or seven 
years ago while a member of the Holy 


Cross College nine. He was signed by 
the Philadelphia Athletics after the col- 
lege season of 1917 and played in 43 
games during that year. In the follow- 
ing season he played shortstop: for the 
Athletics and battea only .195 in 120 
games. In 1918 he developed into a 
first-class player and in the two fol- 
lowing years he was used at second 
base as well as at short. He enjoyed 
his best batting year in 1920, hitting 
for an average of .322. Last season 
he was shifted to third base and re- 
mained there throughout the campaign. 
He was suspended by Manager Connie 
Mack on several occasions during the 
1921 season for leaving the club without 
permission. He was dissatisfied with 
the Philadelphia club and made it 
known that he was anxious to be 
traded. On Jan. 12 of this year he was 
shifted to the Red Sox in the trade 
that {nvolved Bing Miller, O'Rourke 
and Acosta of the Senators and Peck- 
inpaugh of the Yankees. 

Elmer Smith was a member of the 
Indians last season and was traded to 
the Red Sox during the past Winter 
with George Burns and Joe Harris for 
Stuffy McInnis. He played with the 
Indians when they won tl 
League pennant and world’s champion- 
ship in 1920 and he became famous by 
hitting a home run with the bases filled 
in the world’s series with the Brooklyn 
Robins. He first joined the Indians in 
1913 and was traded to the Senators in 
1916. He was sold to the Indians in 
the following year and remained with 
the club until he was shifted to the 
Red Sox.

GREENWICH, Conn., July 23.—Zenzo 
Shimizu gave an impressive demonstra- 
tion of his tennis skill here this after- 
noon In the closing day of the invitation 
tournament of the Greenwich Field,Club, 
defeating Francis T. Hunter, national 
indoor champion, by the unexpectedly

Shimizu’s superiority over Hunter was 
apparent during practically every mo- 
ment of their encounter.

Hunter 
had played two matches in singles ear- 
lier in the day, beating Henry Guild in 
the third! round and Richard Hinckley 
in the semi-finals, and these efforts un- 
doubtedly took some of its usual effec- 
tiveness from his game. He obviously 
tired in his match with Shimizu, and 
the oppressive heat did not help him. 
But it is doubtful if, under the most 
favorable conditions, he could have ac- 
complished much against Shimizu as the 
latter played today, 


Shimizu Refuses to be Disturbed. 


Hunter tried rushing tactics against 
the imperturbable Japanese, depending 
upon. his swift service and catapultic 
forehand drive to force a quick issue 
in most of the rallies. But Shimizu 
refused to be disturbed in the least by 
even such a remarkable speed of stroke 
as the indoor champion commands. He 
returned everything with a steadiness 
that must have been highly discouraging 
to Hunter. One of Hunter's - ferocious 
swats off the ground actually drove the 
racquet out of Shimizu’s hand. Yet he 
met the ball even as he drapped his} 
bat and returned it just over the net. 
Hunter was in backcourt and was 
cleanly aced. This was the most curious 
episode of the match and it served to 
illustrate strikingly just how accurate 
Shimizu’s racquet work is. 

The Japanese was far stronger over- 
head than Hunter. His reversed twist 
kills of lobs from midcourt were spec- 
tacular in the extreme and his intuition 
as to the exact location of the lines was 
almost uncanny. He varied his tactics 
tellingly and Hunter, playing up, never 
knew when to expect a swift drive to 
his feet, a passing shot or a lob. Shi- 
mizu even used the lob volley for clean 
placements on one or two occasions. His 
service was faster than it looked, and 
always brilliantly placed, . 

Hunter's wildness, especially when he 
had earned an advantageous position at 
ithe net, contributed to his defeat. 
Many times Hunter had a full two- 
thirds of the court at his disposition for 
a finishing’ shot, only to bang into court 
or far beyond the baseline. His own 
mistakes bothered him so much that 
his worriment over them made his play 
worse, 

Bach of the three sets closely resem- 
bled the others, with Shimizu in full 
command at all times. A. significant 
feature of the stroke analysig is that 
Hunter made only fourteen earned 
points to sixty-four errors, a proportion 
of not quite one to five. Shimizu, 
meanwhile, had twenty earned points 
and thirty-three errors.

Incidentally it may be remarked, as 
it has been remarked before, that the 
Labor Board, far from being partial to 
the railways, is bent only upon dis- 
pensing even-handed justice. In stand-

MORE MONEY THAN PROFIT. 


The Treasury’s report shows a total 


| circulation of money of $4,875,555,653 
'at the beginning of the fiscal year. 
| Last year the corresponding total was 


about a half billion more. Each of 
us now has $39.87, compared with 
$44.78 a year ago. Of Federal Re- 
serve notes alone. the totals are 
2,182,848,000 this year, according to 
the Federal Reserve statement for last 
week, against $2,564,512, Q00 last year. 
The Federal Reserve's total gold now 
is a record high, at $3,045,335,000, 
against $2,508,298,000 a year ago. 
The reserve ratio is 77.8 per cent., 
which is extravagant from both @ 
banking and economic standpoint. 
Any surplus above an ample reserve 
is practically idle gold, ‘ eating its 
head off.’’ 

The decrease of notes is a reflection 


|of the quietness of trade, and shows 


that the safety vaive of the Federal 
Reserve is working well. If the Fed- 
eral Reserve circulation had not de- 
creased, it would have been necessary 
to find some use for the excess circu- 
lation. The Satan of speculation 
would have found work for the idle 
dollars in the increase of prices, that 
is in the increase of the cost of living. 
It is contrary to classic rule that we 
should be increasing our gold at a 
time of excess of money circulation 
and falling prices. It seems to come 
about because other nations are com- 
pelled to take our goods at a time 
when their own production is low. But 
it has occurred to nobody to put a tar- 
iff on gold, and foreign buyers must 
spare it, despite their bitter need of 
both gold and goods. If they could 
keep their gold they could strengthen 
themselves as producers, and therefore 
as buyers with goods instead of gold. 
But cheap goods seem to our tariff 
makers an enemy in disguise. 
However, knowledge spreads that 
cheap goods are not gifts, and that 
those who buy cheaply must also re- 
turh equivalents in either goods or 
gold. That is the manner in which 
the ‘exchange of goods tends to equal- 
ize the price levels of countries in eco- 
nomic or financial relations. Bankers 
are traders in funds, not monarchs 
of the money market. Bankers know 
that they have only a limited control 


| 000 





of the movement of funds, and no 
power to create money. Gold and goods 
are universally interchangeable. That 
sententé épitomizes the philosophy of 
both domestic and foreign trade. If 
comprehended it explains the utility, 
and therefore the necessity, of the gold 
standard to the world. 

The world must have food and clothes 
enough to keep itself from starving 
or freezing. The various producers 
of the world, in whatevér land, will 
part with whatever they have in ex- 
cess to supply whatever they lack. 
When the deficiency is of gold, they 
will underprice their goods, and we 
can get bargains for our gold. That 
is the best use of our excéss gold. To 
use our gold to stimulate spéculation 
is like spilling water on sand or stony 
soil. There cannot be both a bond 
boom and a business boom.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Because of the effect that an uncleanl 
and littered condition of our streets and 
parks has upon health and sanitation, 
and because of the fact that a bright, 
Clean, attractive city is a distinct busi- 
Ness asset in drawing and holding trade, 
the Merchants’ Association of New York 
is Co-operating with the city authorities 
in endeavoring to bring about a better 
condition in this respect, and is carrying 
on a continuous co-operative effort with 
the high schools of the city in engendér- 
ing in the minds of the children, thé 
coming generation, a conception of the 
value of civic tidiness, which conception 
will be translated into a habit &s these 

children become adults. 

It is found that the throwing of news- 
papérs into the streéts, and éspecialiy 
thé leaving of néwapapéets scattered 
around in the parks, is a prolific source 
of untidy appéarance both in the streets 
and in the parks, éspécially during the 
months of the year in which the parks 
are used by large numbers of pédple.

DRIED VEGETABLE MARKET. 


in Marseill

Are Cleaned and Graded. 


Tons and tons of dried vegetables are 
poured annually into the Port of Mar- 
sellies, on the Mediterranean, giving it 
the reputation as the largest centre in 
the world for that product. Its impor- 
tations last year amounted to 55,123 
meétric tons, exceeding those of Trieste, 
Antwerp, _Rotterdam and Hamburg. 
These dried vegetables come from many 
solirces,, Morrocco, Algiers, Tunis, India, 
Madagascar and even the United States 
and Japan send some. Out of her im- 
ports Marseilles managed to export 23,- 
135 tons. 

These dried vegetables, when received 
at Marseilles, are in a crude condition, 
and often mingled with particles of 
earth or other foreign matter. They are 
subjected to various processes of clean- 
ing, sorting and grading; and the lower 
grades are converted into meal or stock 
food, which is sold in France. The bet- 
ter yrades are re-exported to various 
parts of the Mediterranean for human 
consumption. 

As'there are no French duties on these 
articles, Marseilles serves virtually as a 
free port in so far as relates to their 
entry and distribution. Some difficul- 
ties have been experienced as to procur- 
ing export permits from the French 
Governnient under the French Govern- 
ment regulations of exporis, and recent- 
ly this has somiewhat checked the trade.

WATER POWER IN TASMANIA. 


| Engineer Declares Its Hydroelectric 
Potentialities Are Limitless. 

| EF. H. Brain, a hydroelectric engineer 
| for the City of Hobart, Tasmania, who 
i spent two days at Ellis Island upon his 
'arrival here because of a_ technicality 
| that had to be adjusted to the satisfac- 
ition of the immigration officials, de- 
lclares that great water power develop- 
ments are under way in Tasmania. 

‘‘Bllis Island appeared to be over- 
crowded and the officials there over- 
| worked,”’ said Mr. Brain, who is at the 
Hotel McAlpin. ‘‘ It is the most demo- 
cratic institution I have ever known. 
Apparently all nationalities and all con- 
ditions of living were represented there, 
No one, whatever his station in life, re- 
ceived better accommodations than -an- 
other ~or special privileges of any 
kind.”’ 

Mr. Brain will spend a year in the 
United States studying the newest de- 
velopments in hydroelectric engineer- 
ing with a view to adapting them in the 
development of ‘Tasmania’s potential 
water power. : 

“ Potential hydroelectric power in 
Tasmania is almost limitless,’’ said Mr. 
Brain. ‘‘ We expect to derive this power 
by tapping a chain of lakes which lie 
2,000 feet above the sea level. This work 
was originally undertaken by a British 
concern but was abandoned during the 
war for lack of funds. ‘The project has 
now been taken over by the Government, 
All machinery and equipment for th 
work will be bought in the United States.

Country Will Pay All That, Sen- 
ator Walsh Says, to Give Wool 
Producers $40,000,000. 


CLOTH DUTIES ADDITIONAL 


Altogether the Wool Schedule, He 
Declares, Will Impose a “Stu- 
pendous” Tax on the Public. 


EQUAL TO OLD SCHEDULE K 


Tariff Board Estimates of $2.50 
More for Suit and $3.50 for 
Overcoat Cited.

WASHINGTON, July 23. — Senator 
David I. Walsh of Massachusetts de- 
elared in a formal statement tonight that 
the 83 cents a pound duty on raw wool 
levied in the Senate Tariff bill, would 
tax the American people almost $200,- 
000,000 a year in order to put about 
$40,000,000 into the pockets of the wool 
growers. On top of the toll, that would 
be levied through the high rates on raw 
wool, Senator Walsh said, there would 
be large increases in the prices of wear- 
“ing apparel and other articles through 
‘the high duties put on these articles. 
, As a whole, he said, enactment of the 
rates contained in the present tariff 
pill would impose upon the country a 
burden fully as heavy as that imposed 
by the much-assailed Schedule K of the 


a Payne-Aldrich law. 


f 


‘‘ If the majority party,’’ said the Sen- 
ator, “ believe that they can exact this 
unjustifiable and outrageous toll from 
the American people without a vehement 
‘protest they will have an awakening in 
the approaching elections.” 

To strengthen his contentions Senator 
Walsh, who has charge of the Demo- 
cratic fight in the Senate against the 
wool duties, referred to estimates, pre- 
pared by the Tariff Commission, as to 
the effect of the increased wool duties 
on the price of men’s clothing. The 
estimates were that the tariff tax would 
raise the price of the average suit of 
men’s clothes $2.50, that of the average 
overcoat $3.50 and that of the heavy 
ulster about $5.50. 

Calls Total Cost “Stupendous.” 


In discussing the wool schedule the 
Bay State Senator said: 

‘““To attempt to compute in dollars and 
cents the actual cost of these protective 
duties upon wool manufactures would be 
futile, because they vary upon the dif- 
ferent products in the schedule and be- 
cause the total value of the manufac- 
tured wool products consumed annually 
by the public, upon which any estimated 
average ad valorem duty might be ap- 
plied, would be at best only a very gen- 
eral estimate. We do know, however, 
from our analysis of the rates in the 


Senate bill that the average protective | 


ad valorem would be high. On 
clothes and dress goods, for example, it 
would probably average close to 50 per 
eent. On other wool products it varies. 
On some of them it is more than 50 per 
cent and on others less. Considering that 
a duty of 33 cents per pound on clean 
wool will involve a cost to the publie of 
at least $200,000,000, it is not difficult to 
ree that an average ad valorem duty of, 
say 45 per cent. on wool manufactures 
will invotve an additional cost to the 
public which will be stupendous. 

‘ ven if the rates in the present bill 
were barely sufficient to protect the in- 
dustry, the question of the cost to the 
public would still be a very important 
one. But with these rates far in excess 
of the amount required, the cost to the 
‘public is a matter of very serious im- 
portance. I do not wish to imply that 
the industry is not entitled to protec- 
tion, for I am convinced that with a 
reasonable amount of protection and 
with an honest and efficient financial 
and. business administration the industry 
could prosper very well in this country. 

‘The unjust and scandalous manner 
in which the rates have been drawn up 
under former protective tariff acts, such 
as the Payne-Aldrich, has shaken the 
whole moral foundation for protection 
for this industry. Discrimination has 
‘een practiced and greed encouragedy”’ 

Discussing the effect of raw wool duty 
on the cost of women’s garments, Sena- 
tor Walsh spoke of the extent to which 
‘the 33 per cent. duty ‘on wool would 
‘pyramid as the raw wool passes 
through the stages of manufacture, pro- 
duction and distribution to the ‘cus- 
tomer, 

Reférring to the estimates of the tariff 
commission as to the increased cost of 
men’s garments, Mr. Walsh said: 

“Tt is quite evident to any one who 
will read this memorandum carefully 
that it is a very conservative estimate 
of how tke cost of the duty will work 
out. They have shown such moderation 
in their assumptions as to the number of 
middlemen through whose hands the 
‘wool will pass and as to the percentage 
for profit and selling expense, which 
will be applied in each instance, that 
lone can not escape the conclusion that 
93 cents is a‘very fair estimate of the 
probable cost of the 33-cent duty upon 
‘yaw wool per pound of clothing in the 
garment.” 

How the Duty Will Work Out. 


-fhe Senator noted that the Carded 
“Woolen Manufacturers’ Association had 
figured the cost to the country of the 
fnecreased duty ‘on war wool would be 
$310,284,000. This was computed on a 
basis that made the 33 per cent. duty 
pyramid to $1.014 per pound of cloth in 
the garment. But with the assumption 
of only 93 cents as the total ultimate 
cost, Senator Walsh argues that the best 
means of. deriving the desired figure 
geems to be to ascertain the number 
of pounds of clean wool consumed an- 
nually by the American public and then 
to make a deduction covering the net 
wastage during the processes of man- 
ufacture into cloth. 

The Senator figures that the United 
States produces on the average about 
120,000,000 pounds of clean wool. The 
imports he puts at 100,000,000 pounds, 
making a total of 220,000,000 pounds. 
Allowing for shrinkage to 210,000,000 
pounds, he figures that at the 93 cents

| A woman, seeing the attack from a 
window, blew a whistle, but no one went 
to the aid of Zangerberg until Po- 
liceman Kassaine heard of the trouble, 
from a resident at the Eighth Avenue 
end of the block. Kassaine caught one 
of the gangsters, who turned and began 
to fight him. Zangerberg got to his 
feet and helped Kassaine to subdue this 
assailant, a six-foot fellow, who said 
he’ was Thomas Sullivan, 39, of 364 
West. Thirty-sixth Street. Zangerberg 
was relieved from duty after the cuts 
on his face and body had been dressed 
by Dr. Thomas .of the New York 
Hosiptal. 2 
Shopkeepers and dwellers in the dis- 
trict have complained of late that there 
has been a revival of the gang outrages, 
which seemed to increase since the old 
West Thirty-seventh Street Station and 
its precinct were abolished.

HUNT BOY PUPILS 


OF ‘LIVERPOOL JACK’ Comes Back on 


Aged World Thief Believed to 
Have Been the Mentor of 
Young Criminals. 


HIGHEST HONORS FORLOEWE 


Patrolman Who Gave Life Battling 
Safe. Cracker to Have the Fu- 
neral of an Inspector. 


Detectives delving last night into the 
shadowy activities of ‘‘ Liverpool Jack ’’ 
Walsh, who ended an _ international 
career of crime on Saturday when he 
died alone, staunching the wounds of 
four police bullets with tissue paper, 
were working on the- theory that the 
65-year-old safe-breaker was the mentor 
and leader of a band of young burglars. 

When Policeman ‘Arthur Loewe, war 
veteran, fought four thieves in the dark- 
ness, before Saturday’s dawn, in a yard 
back of the H. L. Heberlein warehouse 
Brooklyn, he received four 
wounds which caused his death. Before 
he died in the Methodist Episcopal Hos- 
pital he learned that ‘‘ Liverpool Jack,”’ 
one of the four yeggs who escaped, had 
died from his bullets. 

That left three of the band to be ac- 
counted for, and, spurred on by Loewe’s 
death, detectives from the Fifth Avenue 
Station went out after them determined 
to bring them in. But up to late last 
night no arrests had been made. Check- 
ing up the records of Walsh’s crimes, 
however, they found that the old crook 
had one cardinal rule which he never 
violated, whether he was cracking 
a safe below New York’s ‘‘ deadline ’— 
which he did once—or rifling a strong 
box in England—that was that he must 
be the leader of every criminal enter- 
prise in which he enlisted. 


Always Directed His Crime. 


But, the detectives pointed out, Walsh 
came out of prison the last time an old 
man. He would have been 66 years old 
in a few months, and they were work- 
ing on the conviction that in order to 
gratify his quirk of leadership he would 
have to use young confederates.. The 
police admitted, however, that they had 
no direct evidence that ‘‘ Liverpool 
Jack ’" was running a school for crime, 
and refused, in fact, to disclose the 


exact extent of their progress on the 
ground that to do so would handicap 
the hunt. 

During the day detectives went to the 
home of Mrs. Rose Ryan, 42 Carlton 
Avenue, Brooklyn. Mrs. Ryan is 
Walsh's sister, and it was to her house 
that he fled the night of his shooting. 
He staggered into the flat on the second 
floor, said he had been shot in a fight 
with a policeman and threatened to 
jump from the window if she summoned 
a physician. So, with tissue paper 
stuffed into his wounds, and this make- 
shift failing to halt the flow of blood, 
he died. 

Mrs. Ryan told the detectives that she 
knew nothing of her brother’s activities 
and did not know the three men who 
were with him in the effort to smash 
a way into the Haberlein warehouse. 
She declared that her brother had 
gasped out a version of the shooting, in 
which he declared that the policeman 
had shot him without provocation. She 
identified as her brother’s, the revolver 
which Policeman Loewe had managed 
to wrench from Walsh’s hand during 
the exchange of shots. Her brother, 
she said, had lived with her since his 
release from prison, but she admitted 
that he sometimes had been away for a 
long time, 


The detectives questioned at length 
two witnesses to the fight in the dark. 
They were Charles Boyle and Charles 
McCormick of 253 Eighth Street, next 
door to the warehouse. 


May Identify Photographs. 
Boyle answered Loewe's call for as- 
sistance, and while the policeman went 
ahead with his revolver out, Boyle fol- 


lowed armed with Loewe’s nightstick. 
When the shots began to fly, Boyle, un- 
able to be of aid, dropped back of a 
wall. He told the detectives that he 
thought he might be able to identify at 
least two of the three men who escaped. 
He and McCormick are to be brought 
to Police reese today in an ef- 
fort to identify photographs in the 
Rogues’ Gallery. 

The funeral of Walsh is to be held to- 
morrow morning at his sister’s home. 
He will be buried in. the Cemetery of the 
Evergreens, Brooklyn. . 

The body of Policeman Loewe was 
taken from the hospital to his father’s 
home at 438 Seventy-fourth Street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon. Word 
of the fact spread swiftly and a large 
crowd clustered outside the house.

‘*Class 4 milk for butter and cheése, 
based on average prices of butter and 


cheese in New York City wholesale 
market during August. 


‘The August price for fluid milk: is}’

CONVICT FOUR OF PIRACY. 


French Court Sentences Georgians 
to Ten Years in Prison. 


AIX-EN-PROVINCE, France, July 23. 
—Four of the eight citizens of the 
Georgian Republic who have been on 
trial here for piracy on the high seas 
were found guilty yesterday and sen- 
tenced to ten years in prison. Three 
of> the men werc acquitted, while the 
case against the other was dismissed, 
as he is under age.

Had the passen- 
gers remained on the train until the 
crew had extinguisheti the fire, and had 
the train then pulled out, as the rules 
of the company provided, passengers 
would have suffered less from smoke 
and service would have been restored 
throughout the system in twenty-five 
minutes.

suggested phosgene or carbon tetrachlo- 
ride poisoning. The commission -physi- 
cian said the collapse of passengers was 
partly due to inhaling smoke and partly 
to rapid climbing to the street.

Recommends Use of Pyrene. 


“It is therefore recommended that 
the commission direct the Interborough 
to resume the use of the tetrachloride 
extinguisher in case of electric short 
circuits as it has been heretofore used.

While efforts to bring about a set- 
tlement of the <dal strike and the rail- 
road strike were followed with close 
atténtion last week, an’ interesting 
phase of the situation lies not in the 
steps which may be taken to end the 
difficulties but rather in the degree of 
injury which has been brought upon 
the industries of the country as a re- 
sult of the curtailment of coal produc- 
tion and the tying up of transporta- 
tion. Heretofore opinion has veered 
to the belief that an early termination 
of the troubles was to be expected and 
the untoward circumstances which 

+ have accrued week after week have 
been somewhat overlooked. To a cer- 
tain degree a condittien has been 
|brought about in indusw%al affairs 
| which it will take a considerable 
period of time to rectify, even assum- 
ing that both strikes terminate ab- 
ruptly. 

From such reports as come to hidia 
it is shown that the pinch of a fuel 
shoftage is already being experienced 
in many avenues of manufacturing 
activity. This probably does not mean 
that fuel supplies have .,been. ex- 
hausted but it does indicate that heavy 
inroads have been made on normal 
surplus stocks, and the reduction of 
these stocks probably foreshadows: a 
scaling down of operations for some 
time to come even if coal production 
picks up and transportation for fuel is 
assured. But it will be no easy 
matter to bring coal production back 
to normal and there is serious doubt 
as to whether cars will be available 
to transport coal in the quantity that 
is needed -quickly to revitalize in- 
dustry. 

The effect that the coal strike has 
had on production can best be real- 
ized by a glance/at comparative fig- 
ures. For instance, in the, month of 
March anthracite production reached 
8,757,000 net tons, but in April pro- 
duction had dwindled to 26,000 net 
tons. Production for May was 35,000 
tons and in June 84,000 tons. The to- 
tal for the first half of the,year has 
been 21,922,000 tons, as compared with 
45,485,000 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1921. Likewise, there has 
been a heavy falling off in bituminous 
production. In March the output was 
50,167,000 net tons, but in April the 
figure had dropped to 15,797,000 tons. 
It was about 5,000 tons higher than 
this for May, and about 7,000 tons 
higher for June. 

However, since production in the 
first three months of the year was 
well above that of 1921, a compari- 
son of the six months’ figures is not 
so unfavorable as in the anthracite 
production. The total for the first 
six months was 187,129,000 tons, as 
against 196,173,000 tons in the corre- 
sponding period a year ago and 257,- 
748,000 tons in the first half of 1920. 

It will be seen then that even if 
the present coal strike is terminated 
shortly, production of fuel can hardly 
be brought back to normal for a 
period of many weeks. And with the 
reserve supplies of industry at low 
ebb there is no reason to doubt that 

a serious situation exists. Naturally, 
talk of a rationing of coal supplies is} 
something which cannot be viewed 
other than with a certain degree of 
alarm when looked upon from the in- 
dustrial angle- Any rationing of fuel 
supplies would, of course, discriminate 
against manufacturing activities and 
it is quite possible that there might 
ensue a serious check to the recovery 
which has been taking place in indus- 
trial progress of the country. 

Wall Street has been optimistically 
inclined all along, in fact, there has 
been something of a disposition to 
ignore the unfavorable situation which 
is being created. However, last week 
irregularity in the stock market tes- 
tified to the fact that Wall Street's 
opinion was undergoing a change and 
that greater heed was being paid to 
| conditions affecting industry. There 
| was no drop of a pronounced char- 
acter in stock prices, but likewise 
there was no desire on the part of 
traders to advance quotations toward 
the close of the week by active 
| bidding. 

The foreign situation has shown no 
pronounced change for several days, 
and the foreign exchanges, awaiting 
definite developments, have moved 
rather aimlessly. Much that has been 
| said with regard to the reparations 
question and Germany's finances has 
been of unofficial character and 
| while it may indicate a trend of 
| opinion the entire question remains 


| one of great doubt so far as concrete 
|; proposals for an alleviation of the 
|.financial crisis are concerned. That 
| which seems to be clear is that there 
| will be allied control of German 
| finances, so that there may be some 
| definite basis arrived at for meeting 
| reparations demands when they fall 
due. The proposal to grant a morato- 
rium to Germany, as was to have been 
| expected, does not by any means have 
| universal support. 
' 
| 








However,>it seems that action look- 
ing toward a moratorium must pre- 
and sentiment in France will 
| probably be more open to the situ- 

ation as time passes. So far as a 

remission of the English debt to 

France was to have been the basis 

for a reduction in reparations to 50,- 
| 000,000,000 gold marks, it seems that 
| the proposal was without any govern- 
| mental sanction, and while it may be 
| that some development along this line 
will come about by a general remis- 
sion of interallied debts, this sub- 
ject as yet is in a very hazy state. 
However, if nothing else has been ac- 
complished, the discussion of ways 
and means to bring about a better- 
ment in Central European affairs has 
served the purpose of creating an im- 
proved sentiment regarding the out- 
look. It is probable that this week 
will see more tangible evidence of the 
moves. which are being made in in- 
ternational finance. 

Gur own investment market last 
week gave further signs of the accu- 
mulation which is going on in high- 
grade issues. Liberty bonds in sev- 
eral instances moved up to the high- 
est prices on record, the impetus for 
this advance being. derived from the 
demand of institutions for govern- 
mental issues, Also there was a large 
individual demand in the market and 
big blocks of Liberty bonds are find- 
ing their way into strong-boxes.

BERLIN, July 23.—Business 
usually good, and the new labor report 
shows only 16,029 unemployed in 354 of 
the largest centres. This compares with 
19,108 unemployed in the June 10 report.

In the last 
wool market the price reached 615 marks 
per kilo for first quality, as against 215 
marks in January.

Crops have been considerably damaged 
by eighty hours of unbroken rain, and it 
is now expected that there will be a low 
harvest average.

STANDARDS OF LIVING 
IN GERMANY DECLINE 


Berlin Bank Says People Are 


Impoverished as Result 
of War. 


is un- 


The constant rise in prices in Germany 
has, to a considerable extent, lessened 
the fears of dumping of cheap German 
products in foreign countries, and at 
the same time has caused a lowered 
standard of living in that country. Prices 
of many products are said to have 
reached world market levels. 

‘In contrast with ready-made articles, 
a number of important raw materials 
have actually gone to world. market 
prices,’’ says the Disconto-Gesellschaft 
in its economic review. ‘‘ As a result, 
the chances of foreign countries com- 
peting with German goods in the world 
markets are, on the whole, so much im- 
proving that.the ‘ valuta-dumping ’ has 
gradually lost much of its former im- 
portance. As for inland conditions, ow- | 
ing to the tremendous upward rush of 
prices, a much diminished consuming | 
power on the part of large classes of | 
the population is becoming apparent, a} 
significant proof thereof being supplied | 
by the lessened demand for bread, 

‘‘ Other symptoms likewise testify to 
the fact that, as the result of the war 
and the impracticable Peace Treaty 
terms, a far-reaching impoverishment of 
the German people and therewith a gen- 
eral lowering of the standard of living 
has taken place. Let us, for instance, 
put cursorily survey the statistics re- 
garding the consumption of meat during 
the year 1921 in Prussia. By adding the | 
figures of the consumption of inland | 
and foreign meat, a total of 33.48 kg. 
per head of the Prussian population for 
the year 1921, against 49.36 kg. for 1913, 
is arrived at, which means 4 reduction 
from 100 to 68. There is, moreover, no 
doubt of the restriction jn the consump- | 
| tion of meat being greater with the 
town than with the rural population, the 
reduction in the case of the former be- |} 
ing computed at as much as 50 to 60 
per cent. of its prewar consumption. 
These figures, relating to an article of 
} consumption for the masses, furnish an} 
eloquent proof of the fact of there being 
a marked decline in the German pres< 
ent-day standard of living.’’ 


RUHR COAL OUTPUT DROPS. 





Supply Affected by Labor Troubles | 
and Shipments to France. 


The coal proauction of Germany, like 
that of this country, is being seriously 
affected by labor troubles. The daily 
output of the Ruhr region, according to 
advices received in this country 
considerable

reduction during the past 
few weeks, This, it is pointed out, is} 
all the more serious in view of the fail- ' 
ure of negotiations with the miners’ 
regarding the resumption of} 
extra shifts. The lack of coai, which is 
due to th: compulsory! 
jmonthly shipments to France,,is also 
badly handicapping Germany in other} 
directions. 

One of the larger German 
commenting in its Spontaly review wt 
economic conditions, says, ‘* there exis ts 
nO longer an éssential difference in the 
respective prices of German and English 
coal and certain sorts of the latter may, | 
in some German districts, be procured 
more cheaply than German coal. Im- 
ports of British coal have, indeed, lately 
/so much increased that they may, even 
in the course of the present year, ate} 
tain to their pre-war dimensions. 

“To cite another drawback resulting 
from the scarcity and the high price of 
coal, German ‘ ready-made article’ in- 
dustries are now obliged to import part 
of their seml-manufacture from abroad. 
PThis, however, does not apply to pig 
iron, the import of which is also stimu- 
lated by a lack of coke, but also to the 
textile industry, which, by the way, 
seems to be fallirg back on its pre-war 
habit of using foreign ‘semi-manufac- 
tures. Furthermore, the Gladbach 
weaving trade is purchasing large por- 
tions ef yarn requirements in England.” 


INDIA TO DEVELOP RAILS. 


Will Spend $500,000,900 for 
provements Over Five-Year Period. 


The Government of India sold in Lon- 
don last moyth an unusually large issue 
of 5% per cent. bonds, due jn 1932. The 
amount was £12,500,000; the offering 
price 96. The entire proceeds will be 
used for railway construction and im- 
provements, the issue being made under 
authority of the East India Railways 
and Irrigation Loans act of 1922 and 
previous acts. 

The program of rdilway development 
in Indja calls for total expenditures of 
about, £100,000,000 spread over a ere 
of five years, the outlay for 1922 being 
fixed at £20,000,000. The capital reqhire-

BERLIN, July 23:—The business week 
here ended ‘with a further rise in 
stocks, especially the mining and metal 
shares, the upturn being encouraged by 
foreign purchases.

Later Poincaré'’s reported communicas- 
tion to the Reparation Commission pro- 
duced a bad effect, as it was held that 
a brief moratorium would bring no re- 
lief and would not be acceptable as the 
basis for a foreign loan.

Four Distinct Stages in Last 
Seven Years Compared by 
Bureau of Economics. 


FEDERAL CONTROL COSTLY 


Reductions in Operating Costs, 


Number: of Employes and Wage 
Bill Effected by Private Operation. 


The development of the transporta- 
tion systems of the United States from 
1915 to date indicates four distinct 
stages with concurrent sharp changes in 
conditions which railway managers have 
had to contend with, according to a re- 
view of the last seven years of railway 
operation undertaken by the Bureau of 
Railway Economics. The survey was 
made to contrast the economic forces 
which obtained in 1915 with those now 
prevalent, an’ evolution said to explain 
the present unrest of railway employes 
as compared with previous perlods. 

From 1915 to 1917, the Bureau points 
out, the first stage, the carriers were 
operating their own properties, with 
only such economic disturbances. as 
were produced by the entry of the 
United States into the war in April, 
1917. From Jan. 1, 1918, to Feb. 29, 
1920, twenty-six months, the. roads 
were operated by the Federal Govern- 
ment. This was the second stage. 


, During the six months from March 1, 


1920, to Aug. 31, 1920, the railways were 
again operated. by their own manage- 
ments, but were subject to those pro- 
visions of the Transportation act of 1920 
which fixed a Government guarantee for 
the period. This was followed by the 
fourth and final stage, from September, 
1920, to date, representing renewed pri- 
vate operation of roads without guar- 
antee, but under the Transportation act 
of 1920.

Wage Bill Reduced. 


After commenting on the decline in 
traffic and also-in revenue during 1921, 
the bureau explains how the railways 
themselves took hold of the situation and 
“ adjusted themselves with efficiency to 
the trying conditions.’’

‘“‘For the total period of twenty-one 
months, from September, 1920, to May, 
1922, the average rate of return earned 
by the railways has been 3.42 per cent.

‘finished steel ‘products are bringing 
higher prices for early deliveries, but in 
general the market is quite steady, there 
being many conservative mills unwilling 
to push their price advances. 

The Carnegie Steel Company and the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Company this 
week advanced their warehouse prices 
on kars, shapes and plates $3-a ton,

_ In the Sheet Mill Industry. 

From the present line-up of affairs 
it seems altogether probable that opera- 
tion of the sheet mills in the next few 
weeks will be decidedly precarious, as 4 
result of the great congestion in the 
gateway across the Ohio River for Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia coal. The 


congestion started about the middle of 
June, and has now become serious. Thus 
far sheet mill operations have been 
maintained. The American Sheet and 
Tin Plate Company is this week operat- 
ing about 85 per cent. of its sheet mills, 
while the inhabitants are doing a trifle 
better than that. The balance of proba- 
bility is that the percentages will be- 
gin to yield in the next two weeks. The 
majority of consumers can probably 
stand some restriction in deliveries with- 
out being seriously inconvenienced, but 
so far as can be seen there are no large 
stocks. Presumably the automobile in- 
dustry is on the last lap of its Spring 
season, which has run much longer than 
was expected, but the closed car season 
is expected to be fairly good. The shect 
market remains quotable at the follow- 
ing ranges: Blue afinealed, 2.40c to 
2.50c; black, 3.15c to 3.30c; galvanized, 
4.15¢ to 4.30c; automobile sheets, 4.50c 
to 4.58c. Of the total number of sell- 
ers, only a few are definitely on the 
lower. prices here mentioned, but there 
is no uniformity about the higher prices. 
So far as known there has thus far 
been no business done for later than 
September.

GENEVA, July 23 (Associated Press).

Presidency of Marquis de Salazzo, con- 
cluded its work today and decided to 
submit to jhe League Assembly in 
September all documents gathered for 
the year 1913, which is considered the 
basic armament year previous to the 
war.

FRAUD IN INBONDSALES 


Organize Bureau .to Prevent 
Fleecing of Public in Worth- 
less Securities. 


WILL HELP PROSECUTIONS 


David S. Houston Named Head of 
Corporation—Warnings to Be 
Feature of Work. 


Prominent business men of this city 
have. organized the Better Business 


Bureau of New York City, Inc., for the 
purpose of carrying on a fight against 


‘| unscrupulous -and fraudulent security 


vendors and. stock. promoters who an- 
nually fleece the public out of millions 
of dollars through the sale of worth- 
less securities. 
of the bureau ‘were ‘prompted by the 
recent disclosures by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States and the news- 
papers of the country, following the 
recent wholesale failures of brokerage 
houses in .all sections of the country. 
David S. Houston, President of the 
Bell Telephone Securities Company and 


former Secretary of the Treasury, has | 


accepted the Presidency of the bureau, 
which will be in charge of H. J, Ken- 
ner, former Director of the National 
Vigilance Committee. Jerome’ Simmons 
is counsel for the bureau, and Mr. Ken- 
ner will be aided by an adequate staff 
of trained investigators. The bureau 
has offices at 61 Broadway and is al- 
ready functioning. 

A permanent organization was deemed 
advisable by those interested in the 
corporation, in order to carry on in- 
vestigations of questionable financial 
operations, to correct wrong practices, 


the organization 
gate suspicious financial ventana, to 
warn the public at large. against. the 
schemes hatched to gather in their sav- 
ings, to promote a knowledge of sound 
investment and to provide further ma- 
chinery to aid investors to secure facts. 

In connection with the organization of 
the bureau, Mr. Houston issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘*The Better Business Bureau contem- 
plates a service to the public and to 
legitimate business which will be pro- 
tective and preventive. The bureau will 
conduct investigations continuously, not 


sporadically, to support existing legal 


agencies in ridding the community of 
law violators who foist spurious securi- 
ties on the investing public or do a 
bucketshop business. It will attempt 
to Go preventive work in the way of 
warning to the public in specific cases 
of attempted fraud. In cases’of wrong 
practice where fraud is not involved it 
will seek correction of misstatement. 

**It will do constructive work also 
through educational effort to bring smal} 
investors to. a better understanding of 
the service which legitimate investment 
houses render, 

‘While the bureau will centre its ac- 
tivities on local matters, its work will 
be of nation-wide significance inasmuch 
as it will co-operate closely with similar 
bureaus. in thirty-six other cities 
throughout the country and with the Na- 
tional Vigilance Committee of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World.”’ 

At the offices of the bureau Mr. 
Kenner said: 

‘in the investigation of a number of 
suspected promotion propositions last 
week ‘we found that some of the new 
and handsome office buildings in the 
city are infested with promoters: of 
schemes having the earmarks of fraud. 
The District Attorney's office and the 
Post Office Department have made 
marked headway against blue-sky ad- 
venturers who have selected New York 
as their seat of operations, but many 
remain who have swarms of salesmen 
at work among small investors in 
Greater New York and in smaller com- 


munities in this and other States. As 


fast as our investigations reveal evi- 
dence of fraudulent practice, we will 
present facts to District Attorney Ban- 
ton ie to United States Attorney Hay- 
wood.”’ 

Mr. Kenner added that.a merchandise 
section of the bureau to deal with mis- 
representations in the advertising and 
sale of wearin apparel, household 
goods, foods and similar commodities 
would be organized early this Fall.

| Bright—52 Quadrillion Miles 
From the Earth. - 


VICTORIA, RB. c., July 23.—“ Twin” 
suns, 52 quadrillion miles from (the 
earth, have been, discovered, ‘by Dr. J. 
8. Plaskett, . Director. of the Dominion 
of Canada’s Astro-Physical Observatory 
here, through the observatory’s big 72- 
inch reflector telescope, it is announced, 

Scientists here said the discovery: was 
one of the most outstanding astronomi- 
cal achievements of recent years. The 
suns have been named Plaskett for their 
discoverer. . 

Dr. Plaskett has estimated that the 
suns’ burn at a ‘temperature of 30,000 
degrees Fahrenheit as they-whirl around 
one. another. One, the more massive, 


is believed to be 75 times the bulk: of 
our sun; the. lesser is 63 times heavier. 

‘One is 15,000 times as bright as our 
sun, the other 12,000 times as _bright. 
Plaskett, Dr. Plaskett “estimated, is 
more than five times. as large as any 
other known heayenly body. ; 

Reducing the figures to modern times, 
scientists pointed out that an airplane 
traveling 200 miles an hour would re- 
quire 30,000,000,000 years to travel from 
the earth to the newly. discovered plan- 
ets. Light, trayeling at the rate of .186,- 
000 miles a second, requires more than 

5,000 years. for the passage. 

"The announcement of the discovery 
quotes Professor Harold Jacoby of Co- 
lumbia University as characterizing it 
**the most outstanding of recent astro- 
nomical developments.”’

Outlawing of Loss and 
Damage Bills. 


DAVIS IS CALLED UNJUST 


Would Deprive Shippers of Millions 
of Dollars to Which They Are 
Entitled, Says Plea. 


The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation in a communication sent 
to President Harding last night, chal- 
lenged the authority of James C: Davis, 
Director General of Railroads and. agent 
of the President, to outlaw all claims for 
loss or damage to freight in transporta- 
tion on railroads during Federal control, 
for which no action at law for collection 
has been instituted within the two-year | 


period prescribed by section 206 (A) of 
the Transportation act of 1920. 

The Board of Trade charged Director 
General Davis with “arbitrarily and 
unjustly ’’’ depriving shippers and citi- 


zens of the United States of the several 
millions of dollars which these claims 
aggregate. The appeal 
signed by Lee Kohns, President, and 
ank S. Gardner, Secretary, of the 
oard, and E. J. Tarof, of the Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Collender Corporation, chair- 
Man and the members of the Committee 
en Railway Transportation, set forth 
that the Board of Trade cannot accept 
the recent conclusion of Director Gen- 
eral Davis, acting as agent of the Presi- 
dent and

HERE AND ABROAD 


Diffetence in Methods: Told 
by a Local One Recently 
Returned From Europe. 


In comparing the methods. followed 
by resident buyers or commissionatres. 
abroad with the business practices of 
those here, Milton Lichtenstein, Presi- 
dent of the Commission Resident 
Buyers’ Association of America, Inc., 
finds the American: idea far superior. 
Mr. Lichtenstein recently returned from 
a three months’ stay. in leading British, 
French, German and Swiss cities, hav- 
ing been commissioned by the.associa- 
tion of which he is the head to make a 
report on the status of the European 
commission buyer as he found -it. 

“After a thorough study of’conditions 
prevailing in the foreign markets and 
the buying methods. employed,’’ said 
Mr. Lichtenstein yesterday, ‘it is my 
opinion that nowhere abroad is the en- 
thusiastic spirit to be found which 
characterizes business in this country. 

‘The resident buyers or commission- 
aires in France and Germany conduct 
their business along entirely different 
lines from the resident. buyers in this 


country. Abroad, although they receive 
from to 7% per cent. in commission 
from their clients on everything they 
purchase, an inquiry for merchandise 
elicits no particular effort from the 
resident buyer. He recommends. the 
Eeecnaaet to one manufacturer or shows 

im one line, which, almost invariably, 
he asserts is the best, without showing 
how it ranks in quality or price with 
other merchandise, Y 

‘““The only practical functions of the 
resident buyers in Hurope, it seems, are 
to pay bills, look after déliveries and 
make out bills of lading. They do not 
employ a corps of specialized buyers, 
as is the case here, nor do they attempt 
to keep clients informed on market con- 
ditions. They are really salesmen for 
the manufacturefs, and apparently take 
little interest in the welfare of the 
buyers from whom. they recélve com- 
missions on every purchase, regardless 
of whether they get the merchandise 
chéaply or not, 

‘The situation in this country, as the 
trade knows, is quite different. The 
resident buyer here puts forth real ef- 
fort on behalf of his cli¢nt, going from 
one manufacturer to another and shop- 
ping tirelessly in the market.for better 
merchandise and values. To Americans, 
who are accustomed to eT action, 
the constant delays and red tape in 
foreign buying afe very irritating. 

‘I found the volume of business being 
handled by the resident buyers’ com- 
paratively small. Particularly is this 
the case in Germany, where exports 
to South and Central America have 
dwindlea to small proportions. They 
will apparently take any order, no mat- 
ter how trivial. 

‘On investigating the ready-to-wear 
market in France, I found jt is vir- 
tually impossible for the retailer here to 
import ready-to-wear, oWing to the pro- 
hibitive cost. We can look to Paris 
only for models for the exclusive, high- 


class trade, but it is out of the question | 


to bring over merchandise intended 
for popular priced lines. I saw many 
attractive novelties in France which 
doubtless be much in demand 
here, but the prices of these were also 
exceedingly high. 

>» aa ermany many good novelties 
for general department’ store trade are 
to be found at cheap prices. I believe 
that money can be made here on Ger 
man novelties, but the great drawback 
is the forelgn exchange fluctuations.

Folly of Panics. 


Reasons wry the New York. building 
constriction industry was able: to main- 
tain-an almost unruffled countenance in 
the face of. conditions that at other 
times would have sent prices skyrocket- 
ing and made purchasing unbalanced, 
were sought last week by the Dow Ser- 


vise Ikaily Building Report. 

he view expressed by recognized rep- 

resentatives of the calcined products 

branch of the business, such as plaster, 
lime and cement, was that prices are 
staying steady during this period of 
warped supply and demand simply be- 
cause experiences of recent years show 
the folly of trying to force the traffic 
to bear all it could simply because it 
temporarily had-to. . ‘ 

Wren it was-tried in the first half of 
1919 and again in the first halt of 1920, 
it was followed immediatly by general 
building construction slumps. and losses 
ultimately overtook the gains then 
made. 

Now tite situation is different.. A 
heavier type of construction is becoming 
dominant for the first time since the 
war. It has not yet even been-seriously 
checked by the impending rail and fuel 
crisis, There is no present disposition 
to distract this business for the momen- 
tary advantage of a price rise in an 
emergency which can, at the worst, 
have only a temporary reaction upon 
construction in general. : 

Consttfuction cannot stop. Even the 
war did not stop it entirely. In the; 
present state of industrial and commer- 
cial recovery it is not conceivable that 
it will even be seriously checked. Build- 
ing material manufacturers are. produc- 
ing at rates varying from two-thirds 
to- full ,capacity and distributors of 
building products are reporting a -vol- 
ume of business that is absorbing these 
supplies as fast as they can be delivered 
to cars and trucks at the plants or at 
the docks. 

Lumber interests have been marking 
prices up somewhat, but it cut them, 
even below conservative levels some 
time ago when the type of timber now 
in predominant call was a drug on_the 
market. Brick prices have dropped in 
the wholesale market from $21 to $20 
in spite of the fact that rainy weather 
and fuel shortage, both for burning and 
for tempéring the brick in process of 
manufacture, have combined to check 
production. Wood lath prices _in the 
wholesale market have been advanced 
to dealers, but the latter have made no 
price change to their customers. 

In short, the present ruffle in the 
basic building material supply situation, 
has tested the real stability of the 
building material price market. It has 
proved that, basicly, the day of blimp 
prices has passed, and instead of in- 
flation occurring on the least pretext 
building material prices remain stable 
enough not only to encourage the build- 
im: nvestor to come into the market 
with his project, but to come back with 
more. 

{ Samuel B. Donnelly, Secretary of the 
Building Trades Employers Association, 
accounted for the placidity of the con- 
struction industry in the present crisis 
in this way: 5 

“The building trades investigated 
patiently and exhaustively these con- 
ditions in the latter part of last year 
and decided that these same fundamen- 
tals that must also have been apparent 
upon investigation into the pring costs 
of railroad and mining laborers; did not 
justify wage cuts under conditions of 
aémand and supply for that kind of 
skilled construction labor. <A general 
upset of the building construction in- 
dustry was thereby avoided. 

“There isn’t anything in the present 
situation for the building trades to get 
excited about. Our post-war experi- 
@énces have shown the, folly. of panic, 
even when the Industry was being 
‘snowballed’ for wage advances, re- 
tarded by Government orders and black- 
guarded by various investigations; re- 
stricted by timid financiers and con- 
stricted by reckless profiteers. We have 
kept construction going when strikes 
and weather and war have combined to 
stop supplies of men, money and ma- 
terials. Why, therefore, should we be 
fearful with only strikes a barrier when 
fair arbitration, with all cards upon the 
table is the only requisite to a practical 
solution? ”’

Banton Says State Supervision 
Would ‘Have Saved One Firm’s 
~~ Customers $1,331,000. 


BOOKS SHOWED ‘SHORTAGE 


Condition Would Have Been ; Re- 
vealed by Slight Examination Six 
Months Before Concern’s Failure. 


-District Attorney Banton, in a state- 
ment: yesterday, cited examples from his 
butket shop investigation to support his 
demand for State supervision of broker- 
age firms. He showed that such super- 
vision would have saved the customers 
of one. firm. almast $1,500,000 if the 
books had been examined by State ac- 
countants six months before it failed. 
Mr. Banton, ‘after telling of the diffi- 
culty..of examining the books of 
brokers, where firms have from 250 to 
1,000 books each, says: 

‘“Some interesting facts are being re- 
véaled in the examination of the books 
now held by the District Attorney. 

““As an Hlustration, I will give one 
case. The bocks-of this firm reveal the 
following startling condition of this 
firm's accounts. ‘The first column .set 
below is the month of 1921, the second 
is the number of shares short and the 
third column shows the value in dollars 
of the shares that. were short:

‘““Had there been supervision of the 
books ofsthis firm of brokers by any 
State department in July of last year, 
a slight investigation of the books would 
have revealed that this firm was short 
in its accounts of 62,850 shares of the 
value of $1,572,460. The result would 
have been that, if the supervising agent 
had been the State Banking Superin- 
tendent, the affairs of the firm would 
have been taken over in July, 1921, by 
the State Banking Superintendent and 
liquidated for the benefit of the cus- 
tomers. This would have been a saving 
to the investing public of the difference 
between the Julv shortage and the De- 
cember shortage, or in dollars, approxi- 
mately $1,331,000.
